F YOU have a @ining room at all, 
that dining room its worth making 
eeautiful. And I might say in 
passing that 1 think we are too used 

to dining rooms; thgy mean, too 
Positively, sideboards, leather-seated 
chairs, round extension tables, silence 
cloths, cut glass and china closets.

It fs more 
delicate In line and design than the 
usual tables we have gtown 60 tired of 
seeing. Furniture like this just cries 
out for an original setting; in fact, It 
would be dificult not to find one right 
to your hand—the furniture itself in- 
spires. Just glance at the drawing. The 
walle are light @ the woodwork 
white. This floor ts tiled In a soft gray 
blue, but a painted or parquetried floor 
is equally desirable. The rug is a soft 
yellow, the hangings are of chintz in 
blue, black and yellow, with valances of 
plain old yellow.

THE sole head of a family or any male over sé 
years old, may homestead a quarter section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear in person 
atthe Dominion Lands Agency or Sub Agency fo. 
the district. Entry by proxy may be made at any 
Dominion Lands Agency, but not sub-agency, o 
certain conditions. . 

Dut'es—Six months residence upon and cultivation 
of the land in each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least So acres on certain conditions, A 
habitable house is required except where residence 
is performed in the vicinity 

n certain districts a homesteader in good stand- 
ing may preempt a quarter-section alongside his 

Price $3.00 per acre, 

Six months residence in each of three
